If the Kearny Town OoQscll carries 
oat the recommendations of Chief of 
Police Tolen, endorsed by the police 
committee of the Oonnoil, the yonog 
men and boys of the town will no longer 
have excuse for congregating on the 
streets or vacant lots, to the annoyance 
of residents and passersby.
